9 t T wr.TOTVT? . possibly conditioned by this 
episode, considered Subject as an incompetent 
intelligence officer. In our opinion the episode 
is not without interest in appraising Subject's 
capabilities.

4. Regarding .Jubject’a operations in : ilnn 
we are attaching for your information copies of 
transcriptions of three notebooks of Subjoot’s

Abt VI, Milan. The notebooks wore seized by SCI 
Unit Z Milan during the course of their attempts to 
apprehend Subjeot. The transcription of the fourth 
notebook is presently in progress, .vo regret our 
inability to provide an Fnglish translation* thus 
far we have completed the translation only of 
Attachment B, translation of the rest is in progress* 
however , and it is planned to issue a full translated 
text of the four notebooks* which are of great 
operational importance, here, in due course. 

5. The attachments we feel certain will enable 
you to estimato Subject’s past activities far better 

than any other souroe known here. Attention is called m 
especially to Subject’s memos to SC HELLZNBaRG and his 
reports on his contacts with PARILLI. 



6. Apropos of Baron PARlLLI, we suggest that 
SAINT Berne bo sounded lna amu cITa sTfe is still enjoy- 
ing the benefits of neutral proteotion, as far as is 
known here. 

7. The attitude of this Unit regarding PAHULI 
from the moment ho was signalled as a Germn collaborator 
and a&ent by OSS SI field teams, has been that at the 
minimum he must provide a . full and detailed account of 
the contaots he hud long before the armistioe negotia- 
tions with Ma J or^SNGEIB of Aussenkdo Genoa end with 

the leader of AKOUllair. No Interrogation of CIS 
personnel received or oonduotod in this Theatre has 
indicated other than that PARlLLI was a double agent 
working for the GIS. Several of Subject’s memos, 
attached, stato this both explicitly and implicitly.

5. In line with these views, it is felt here 
that the- importance of the role assigned to Subject- 
and PARRILI is an unfortunate exaggeration. Attention 
is called speoifioally in this regard to the two 
artioles which appeared in the Saturday Svening Poet 
on 22 and 29 September, respectively. 

10. Regarding Subject’s connections with 
UINF.TTI we attach (Attachment D) a report by SCI 
Unit Z Milan which touches on this point as well a9 
other matters of Interest regarding his stay in Milan. 

11. Summing up: 

(a) Subject’s effective contribution to 
Italian resistance activities was 
negligible and insofar as they existed 
were predicated upon the fact that as 
an Abt VT officer he looked at things 
la a slightly more subtle way than 
Abt IV. 

(b) The real measure of his work as an 
Abt VI offioer is to be found by 
reference to the attachments which 
certainly indicate that he did not 
lie down on the job. 

(o) Regarding Subject’s abi lity and 
potentialities, LSCHRSR’s opinion, 
cited above, para 2, should not be 
taken lightly. Bearing on Subject's 
competence, it should be noted that 
the agent* T C^ORaiO referred to repeated- 
ly in Subject’s 'correspondence is in 
fact identical with Cap t «^&AREgZ I . a 
bona i ids CEL penetration agent who 
secured from Subject rauoh of the 
material published in the monthly CNL 
02 Bulletins. (CARSJTZI’s interroga- 
tion repo.'’t is in progress here, and 
will be forwarded, soonest.) 
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12* By way of oonolusion we quote the follow- 
ing from our memo JZX-4039 of 11 Septembor 1945 to 
SAINT //ashing ton : 

" .;o , for our part, see no particular 
reason why ZIMMcIH should be treated 
any differently from Qeneral i '' tfOLFF , 
who as you know was placed at'TEe " 
disposition of CSDIC here and thorough- 
ly exploited before being moved to 
Nuremberg for the v/ar Crimes trials. 
£H3£2R, in our estimation, should be 
given at least a complete taotical 
interrogation on Abt 71 activities 
in the tfllan area, details of which, 
from all available evidence, he knows 
thoroughly." 

The measure of Subject's good faith will be found by 
comparing whatever he has told you without prompting 
with the details given above and in the attachments 
on his activities in Rome and ;<llan since 1940. 
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
